There are many y pervons 
ed in the modus operandi of quartz, mil- 
ling, who imagine that the cost ot mil- 
ling gold quartz approximates in cost 
to the milling and reduction of silver 
bearing quartz, and they consequently 
believe that a gold quartz vein will 
prove of little value to @ poor man, un- 
jess he can sell the same, or induce 
some.-rich man to put in their surplus 


capital to develop and work it. 


We frequently hear the remark made 
by parties who have dabbled in silver 
mines, or it scmething fulsely purport: 
ing to be such, that “it takes a gold 
mine to work a silver mine,” but we 
have yet to bear that it takes a silver 
mine to work a gold one. In proof of 
the first proposition these pergons inva- 
riably refer to the history of the great. 
silver mines of our neighbor Nevada. 
It however does not follow that because 
the working of silver quartz mines are 
so very expensive that ull other quartz 
leads are equally 80; per contra, we as- 
sert, and we have some little practical 
knowledge of the mater whereof we 
speak, that there is no sort of approxi-, 
mation in the cost of working gold rock 
and silver.rock. However rich a silver 
jead @ man may discover, he cannot re- 
alize a cent out of it by working tle 
ore until after he has expended large 
. gums of money in erecting the neces- 
sary reduction works. He cannot, as 
with a mine of gold quartz, commence 
in a small way and make the mine pay 
its current expenses as the process of 
development is carried on. When 
gold bearing quartz veins are found 
nearly free from the base metals, as are 
those of the Sweetwater mines, the for. 
tunate discoverer or owner of a rich 
lead can, although he may be as poor 
as Job’s Turkey, or that far more im- 
poverished class ef individuals yeclept 
editors and printers, by industry and 
perseverance, develop his claim and 
‘ garnthe product of his eres into gold 
bars without any aid from outside par- 
ties. The cost of reducing gold quartz 
is now bata muiety of the sum it once 
cost. A quartz mill capable of reduc- { 
ing 40 tons of rock per day ean be 
tplaced om the ground in the Sweetwater 
mining country for oue tenth the 
amount of money that it has cost for 
erecting any respectable sized mill in 
the State of Nevada; and where owners 
of good claims have not the means for 
erecting a frst class mill, or do not feel 
disposed to sacrifice a part of their 
claims for the purpose of acquiring the 
means they can by the simple labér of 
their hands, and with the materials 
fonud on the ground, erect arrastars 
that will enable them to get the princi- 
pal part of the gold from their rock, 
and by prudence and economy acquire 
in a very short time the necessary 
amount of funds te enable them to pur- 
chase and put up the most. a
